In the development ef such 
policies and procedures the IAC shall be consulted. 

13. To the extent authorized by paragraph (e) and for the purposes 
recited in paragraphs (d) (1) and (2) of Section 102 of the National 
Security Act of 1917, as amended, the Director of Central Intelligence, 
or representatives designated by him, in consultation with the head of 
the Department or Agency concerned, shall make such surveys of depart~ 
mental intelligence activities of the various Departments and Agencies 
as he may deem necessary in connection with his duty to advise the National 
Security Council and to coordinate the intelligence effort of the United 
States. 

1h. The Director of Central Intelligence shall make arrangements 
with the Departments and Agencies for the assignment to the Central 
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Intelligence Agency of such experienced and qualified personnel as may 

be of advantage for advisory, operational, or other purposes. In order 

to facilitate the performance of the mission of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, the Departments and Agencies shall provide additional assistance 
such as logistical support and cover as may be necessary and within their 
capabilities, or when such assistance is in the interests of the Intelligence 


Community for reasons of economy or efficiency. 
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
